Concern and care for other's welfare is also an ingrained Filipino trait. The most 
common greeting expressions and conversation openers such as Saan ka pupunta? 
"Where are you goin^', Saan ka galing? "Where have you been?', etc. reflect this 
trait. 

The all-out show of care and concern, however, can be easily misconstrued by 
foreigners as a case of nosiness especially when the greetings and openers strike 
them as an intrusion into their privacy Instead of as a gesture of friendship and 
goodwill.
